It is also learned that Germany 
has made a peace offer to Belgium. 

The terms of this proposal are as 
follows: 

That Belgium shall remain neutral 
until the end of the war. ? 

That thereafter the entire eco- 
nomic and political independence of 
Belgium shall be reconstituted. 

That the pre-war commercial 
treaties between Germany and Bel- 
gium shall again be put-into opera- 
tion after the war for an indefinite 
peri 4. 

That Belgium shall use her good 

offices to secure the return of the 
German colonies. 
That the Flemish question shall 
be considered and the Flemish mi- 
nority which aided the German in- 
vaders shall not be penalized. 

The proposal contains no word 
respecting repatriation or indemni- 
ties, no admission that Germany 
wronged Belgium.

Germany and particularly in Austria. 


This could be accomplished speedily 
and effectively, it is pointed out by offi- 
cials here, by an open declaration of 
full and unqualified acceptance by Ber- 
lin and Vienna of the fourteen points 
laid down by President Wilson, as @ 
proper basis of peace. But this would 
sound the death knell of pan-German- 
ism; would mean the disgorgement of & 
huge tract of territory, enormous in- 
demnities and valuable special privi- 
leges and monopolies which the preda- 
tory central powers have wrung from 
Russia, not to dwell upon the recessa- 
tion of Alsace-Lorraine, whose wrong- 
ful seizure half a century ago, President 
Wilson’ hes solemnly declared must be 
righted. 

Another purpose to be served by such 
discussions as Baron Burian propose 
it is considered, has been detected an 
exposed in almost every one of the pre- 
ceding German peace moves. While the

for the “conference” originally pro- 
posed, officials here without the slight- 
est hesitation identify the purpose as 
another “round table” conference, such 
as at Brest-Litovsk that marked the 
ruin of Russia.

It is known from more or less »ffi- 
cial German declarations that the cen- 
tral powers are willing and anxious to 
enter a league of petions to make fu- 
ture wars impossible, and als> to guar- 
an*ee the freedom of the seis and ithe 
right of self-government of oppressed 
pcoples and immunity from seizure of 
private property at sea. 


What Germany Wants. 


But all the altruistic principles it 
is expected would be bent to serve 
German purposes, if the “discussions” 
were to bear the fruit expected by the 
authors of this latest peace offensive. 
The league of nations involves inter- 
national disarmament according to the 
German idea upon a scale proportioned 
so that the central powers would con- 
tinue to be dominant from the military 

oint of view. The freedom of the seas 
rom the Gertnan view would involve 
the abandonment by Great Britain of 
Gibraltar, ta and Suez and the oth- 
er great naval bases and fortifications 
upon which depends the life of the Brit- 
ish navy and the security of the British 
lines of communication with India and 
her other colonial possessions. The im- 
munity from seizure of merchant ship- 
ping would make impossible such a 
splendid blockade as that by which the 

ritish, American, French and Italian 
navies have isolated the Germanic pow- 


ers. 

Finally it is considered that the sole 
purpose of the apparent acceptance of 
the principle of the right of self-de- 
termination of small nations is to ac- 
complish the defeat of that proposition. 
German officials do not contemplate a 
relinquishment of her control of Al- 
sace-Lorraine, nor Poland, nor Schles- 
wig-Holstein, nor even of the border 
states which she has wrested from 
Russia, and she feels that the surest 
way to maintain her hold is to defeat 
this proposition of self-determination 
by — the independence of Ire- 
land and India a condition of its ac- 
ceptance.

The discussions which 
have been carried on before the tri- 
bunal of public opinion have disclosed 
proof of the not slight differences 
which today still separate the warring 
powers in their conception. of peace 
conditions. 


Desire to Reach Understanding. 


“Nevertheless, an atmosphere has 
been created which no longer excludes 
the discussion of the peace problem. 

“Without optimism it at least as- 
suredly may be deducted from the 
utterances of responsible statesmen 
that the desire to reach an under- 
standing, and not to decide the war ex- 
clusively by force of arms, is also grad- 
ally beginning to penetrate into allied 
States, save for some exceptions in the 
case of blinded war agitators, which 
are certainly not to be estimated 
lightly. 

“The Austro-Hungarian government 
is aware that after the deep-reaching 
convulsions which have been caused in 
the life of the people by the devastat- 
ing effects of the world war, it will not 
be possible to ‘re-establish order in the 
tottering world at a single stroke. The

It 
is toilsome and wearisome, yet it is our 
duty to tread this path—the path of ne- 
gotiations—and if there are still such 
responsible factors as desire to over- 
come the opponent by military means 
and to force the will to victory upon 
him there can nevertheless no longer be 
doubt that this aim even assuming that 
it is attainable would first necessitate 
a further sanguinary and protracted 
struggle. 

“But even a later victorious peace 
will no longer be able to make 
‘the consequen of apeh a policy—con- 
sequences which will fatal to all the 
states and peoples of Europe. The only 
peace which could righteously adjust 
the still divergent conceptions of the 
opponents would be a peace desired by 
all the peoples. With this conscious- 
/ness, and im its unswerving endeavor to 
,work in the interests of peace, the Aus- 
‘tro-Hungarian government now again 
comes forward with a suggestion with 
‘the object of bringing about a direct 
‘discussion betweeen the enemy powers. 


Earnest Will to Peace. 


} 

| “The earnest will to peace of wide 
‘elasses of the population of all the 
states who are jointly suffering through 
the war—the indisputable reapproach- 
ment in individual controversial ques- 
tions—as well as the more conciliatory 
atmosphere that is general seems to 
the Austro-Hungarian government to 
give a certain guarantee that a fr3sh 
step in the interests of peace whic als» 
takes account of past experiences in 
this domain might at the present mc- 
ment offer the possibility of success. 

“The Austro-Hungarian governmert 
has therefore resolved to point out to 
all the be'ligereats, friend and foe, a 
path considered practicable by it and 
to propose to them jointly to examine 
in a free exchange of views whether 
those prerequisites exist which wovld 
make the speedy inauguration of peace 
negotiatiors appear_ promising. To 
this end the Atustro-Hungarian govern- 
ment has today invited the govern- 
ments of ¢ll the belligerent states ‘to 
a confidential and unbinding discu.- 
sion at a neutral meeting place and has 
addressed to them a note drawn up in 
this sense. 

“This step has been brought to the 
knowledge of the holy see in a special 
note and an appeal thereby made tp 
the pope’s interest in peace. Further- 
more the governments of the neutral 
states have been acquainted with the 
step taken. 

“The constant close accord which ex- 
ists between the four allied powers 
warrants the assumption that the allies 
of Austria-Hungary, to whom the pro- 
posal is being sent in the same man- 
ner, share the views developed in the 
note.” 

Alleges Peace Question Is Foremost. 


The official telegram proceeds to say 
that the note has been drawn up in 
French and runs as follows: 

“The peace offer which the powers 
of the quadruple alliance addressed to 
their opponents on December 12, 1916, 
and the conciliatory basic ideas of 
which they have never given up, sig- 
nifies, despite the rejection which it 
sapenensel an important stage in the 
history of this war. In contrast to 
the first two and a half war years the 
question of peace has from that mo- 
ment been the center of European, aye, 
of world, discussion and dominates it 
r-increasing measure. 
iT Almost all the belligerent. states 
have in turn again and again expressed 
themselves on the question of peace, its 
prerequisites and conditions. The line 
of development of this discussion, how- 
ever, has not been uniform and steady. 
The basic standpoint changed and on 
the influence of the military and po- 
litical position, and hitherto, at any 
rate, it has not led to a tangible gen- 
eral result that could be utilized. 

“It is true that, independent of all 
these oscillations, it can be stated that 
the distance between the conceptions 
of the two sides has, on the whole, 
grown somewhat less; that despite the 
indisputable continuance of decided and 
hitherto unbridged differences, a par- 
tial turning from many of the n.ost 
extreme concrete war aims is visible 
and a certain agreement upon the rel- 
ative general basic principles of a 
world peace manifests itself. In both 
camps there is undoubtedly observable 
in wide classes of the population a 
growth of the will to peace and under- 
standing. Moreover, a comparison of 
the reception of the peace proposal of 
the powers of the quadruple alliance 
on the part of their opponents with 
the later utterances of responsible 
statesmen of the latter, as well as of 
the non-responsible, but, in a political 
respect, nowise uninfluential personal- 
ities, confirms this impression. 


Reply of. Allies to Wilson. 


“While, for the example, the reply 
of the allies to President Wilson made 
demands which amounted to the dis- 
memberment of Austria-Hungary, to a 
diminution and a deep internal trans- 
formation of the German empire, and 
the destruction of Turkish European 
ownership, these demands, the realiza- 
tion of which was based on the sup- 
position of an overwhelming victory, 
were later modified in many declara- 
tions from official entente quarters, or 
in part were dropped. 

“Thus, in a declaration made in the 
British house of commons a year ago, 
Secretary Balfour expressly recognized 
that Austria-Hungary must itself solve 
its internal problems, and that no one 
could impose a constitution upon Ger- 
many from the outside. Premier Lloyd- 
George declared at the beginning of 
this year that it was not one of the 
allies’ war aims to partition Austria- 
Hungary, to rob the Ottoman empire 
of its Turkish provinces, or to reform 
Germany internally. It may also be 
considered symptomatic that in Decem- 
ber, 1917, Mr, Balfour categorically re- 
pudiated the assumption that British 
policy had ever engaged itself for the 
creation of an independent state out 
of the territories on the left bank of 
the Rhine. 

“The central powers leave it in no 
doubt that they are only waging a 
war of defense for the integrity and 
the security of their territories. 

‘Far more outspoken than in the do- 
main of concrete war aims has the rap- 
shod ge of conceptions proceeded 
regarding those guiding lines upon the 
basis of which peace shall be conclud- 
ed and the future order of Europe and 
the world built up. In this direction 
President Wilson, in his speeches of 
February 12 and July 4 of this year 
has formulated principles which have 
not encountered contradiction on the 
part of his allies and the far-reaching 
application of which is likely to meet 
with no objection on the part of the 
powers of the quadruple alliance also, 
presupposing that this application is 
general and reconcilable with the vi- 
tal interests of the states concerned. 


Peace of Understanding Desired. 


“It is true, it must be remembered, 
that an agreement on general princi- 
ples is insufficient, but that there re- 
mains the further matter of reaching 
an accord upon their interpretation 
and their application to individual con- 
crete war and peace questiona 

“To an unprejudiced observer there 
can be no doubt that in all the bel- 
ligerent states, without exception, the 
desire for a peace of understanding 
has been enormously strengthened; 
that the conviction is increasing that 
the further continuance of the bloody 
struggle must transform Europe into 
ruins and into a state of exhaustion 
that will mar its development for dec- 
ades to come—and this without guar- 
antee of thereby bringing about that 
decision by arms which has been vain- 
ly striven after by both sides in four 
years filled with enormous sacrifices, 
suffering and exertions. 

“In what manner, however, can the 
way be paved for an understanding and 
an understanding finally attained? Is 
there any serious prospect whatever 
of reaching this alm by continuing the 
, discussion of the peace problem in the 
way hitherto followed? 

“We have not the courage to answer 
the latter question in the affirmative. 
The discussion from one public tribune 
to another, as has hitherto taken place 
between statesmen of the various coun- 
tries, was really only a series of mono- 
logues. It lacked, above everything, 
directness. Speech and counter speech 
did not fit into each other. The speak- 
ers spoke over one another's heads. 


Publicity Called Harmful. 

“On the other hand was the public- 
ity and the ground of these discussions, 
which robbed them of the possibility 
of fruitful fe og: In all public 
sfatements of this nature a form of 
eloquence is used which reckons with 
the effect at great distances and on 
the masses. Consciously or un- 
consciously, however, one thereby in- 
creases the distance of the opponent's 
conception, produces misunderstandings 
which take root and are not remoyed, 
and makes the frank exchange of ideas 
more difficult. Every pronouncement 
of leading statesmen is, directly aft-

tween the representatives of the gov- 
ernments, and only between them. The 
opposing conceptions of individual bel- 
ligerent states would likewise have to 
form the subject of such a discussion, 


for mutual enlightenment, as well as: 


the general principles that shall serve 
as- the basis for peace and the future 
relations of the states to one another, 
and regarding which, in the first place, 
an accord can be gought with a pros- 
pect of success. 

“AS 800N as an agreement was reach- 
ed on the fundamental principles an 
attempt would have to be made in the 
course of the discussions concretely to 
apply them to individual peace ques- 
tions and thereby bring about their 
solution. 


War Activities Could Continue. 


“We venture to hope that there will 
be no objection on the part of any 
belligerents to such an exchange of 
views. The war activities would ex- 
perience no interruption. The discus- 
sions, too, would only go so far as was 
considered by the participants to offer 
@ prospect of success. No disadvan- 
tages would arise therefrom for the 
states represented. Far from harming, 
such an exchange of views could only 
be wseful to the cause of peace. 

“What did not succeed the first time 
can be repeated, and perhaps it has 
already at least contributed to the 
clarification of views. Mountains of 
old misunderstandings might be remov- 
ed and many new things perceived. 
Streams of pent-up human kindness 
would be released, in the warmth of 
which everything essential would re- 
main and, on the other hand, much that 
is antagonistic, to which excessive im- 
portance is still attributed, would dis- 
appear. 

“According to our conviction all the 
belligerents jointly owe to humanity to 
examine whether now, after so many 
years of a costly but undecided strug- 
gle, the entire course of which points 
to an understanding, it is possible to 
make an end to the terrible grapple. 

“The royal and imperial government 
would like, therefore, to propose to the 
governments of all the 
states to send delegates to a confiden- 
tial and unbinding discussion on the 
basic principles for the conclusion of 
peace, in a place in a neutral country 
and at a near date that would yet have 
to be agreed upon—delegates who were 
charged to make known to one another 
the conception of their governments 
regarding those principles and to re- 
ceive analagous communications, as 
well as to request and give frank and 
candid explanations on all those points 
which need to be precisely defined.

With the American Army on the Lor- 
raine Front, September 15.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press.)—Hindered only slightly 
by the German artiilery and machine 
guns, Pershing’s army today continued 
the consolidation of their lines fac- 
ing the recently strengthened Hinden- 
burg defenses. Additional territory 
was brought in as the long line was 
straightened, the American troops on 
the extreme right swinging along the 
Moselie river for the greatest gains. 

lt was not a day of battle for more 
ground, however, so much as for the 
establishment of a more definite front. 
Notwithstanding the evidence that 
much time has been spent in improving 
the old Hindenburg line it would not 
surprise military critics here if it were 
yielded without a great struggle, the 
Germans preferring to sacrifice even 
their old position to the obvious de~ 
termination of the Americans to ad- 
vance beyond the line.

AMERICAN DR

St. Mihiel Operation Prob-| 


ably Most Successful of 
‘War — German Command 


Did Not Show Up Well. 


American Headquarters on the Lor- 
raine Front, September 15.—(Reuters.) 
It is not exaggeration to say that the 
war can show no operation more pre- 
cisely successful than that which the 
Americans in conjunction with the 
French, have just carried through its 
prescribed phases. 

The operation was sufficiently daring 
to raise doubts as to whether it could 
possibly be concluded in the time as- 
signed to it without extremely heavy 
losses. These doubts have been com- 
pletely set at rest. Indeed, from the 
very earliest hours hey have been 
replaced by sheer expeciant woner. 

It is true that the enemy did not 
offer the opposition expected of him, 
but that was partly due to the per- 
fection in the conception and execution 
of the attack by which he was stopped.

—™’ ALL WORKING TOGETHER. 


One of the noteworthy and most gratify- 
ing conditions that have been brought con- 
spicuously into view by the war is the sin- 
gularly harmonious union of religious sen- 
timent throughout the civilized world—the 
complete crystallization of human thought 
and purpose upon the one great, outstand- 
ing, common objective: The triumph of tol- 
erance, freedom, democracy, humanity and 
the might of righteousness! 

This condition was forcefully and elo- 
quently pointed out by the Rev. Dr. Jacob 
Cohen, rabbi of the Temple Ansches Chesed, 
New York, in an address he _ delivered 
aboard ship on the high seas on July 14, 
1918, in commemoration of the fall of the 
Bastille. Rabbi Cohen was a passenger on 
the steamship Rochambeau, bound for 
France, as one of the committee of the 
American Jewish Board of Welfare. His 
auditors were his fellow passengers, assem- 
bled to appropriately observe the great 
French natal day. 

He pointed out to them that “the spirit 
of democracy which unites us today is one 
that has passed far beyond the state of mere 
tolerance, and rests on the recognition that 
al] nations and all religions must co-operate 
with one another and assist one another to 
develop and xpress all that is highest in 
each, to the end that they may all contribute 
of their best to the general store of human 
culture and civilization;” and, in his opinion 
this union of sentiment and purpose, that is 
today so splendidly manifesting itself, has 
come to stay. 

The thing that the civilized world is 
fighting in Europe today is a thing that is 
the common enemy of all mankind, of all 
humane doctrines, of all religions. It is the 
scourge of all; and each, as much as the 
other, is vitally concerned in its oblitera- 
tion. It is intolerance, autocracy, the self- 
assumption of divine prerogative by a 
crown. It is the will to rule by might rather 
than by right. 

Therefore, it is altogether ,appropriate 
that all creeds and all branches of religious 
faith should be found at this time standing 
shoulder to shoulder in the great world fight 
to kill it—and foreyer afterward to enjoy in 
common the blessing and the beneficence of 
its annihilation. 

Furthermore, it is peculiarly appropriate, 
and highly significant as well, that atten- 
tion to this world-wide affiliation of re- 
ligions and denominational creeds should be 
called by a Jew, because of all peoples who 
have suffered because of Hunism and auto- 
cratic intolerance, the Jewish people have 
been the most cruelly treated. 

In his striking address Rabbi Cohen said: 

We stand united today, Christian and 

Jew, Catholic and Protestant, not mere- 

ly in the grip of our American democ- 

racy, nor in our admiration for France, 
but on more specific religious grounds. 

I firmly believe that this war is being 

waged against an arch heresy subvert- 

ing not the discipline or dogma of any 
particular church, but the spiritual struc- 
ture in which human civilization has had 
its being. This heresy, emanating from 
certain philosophic tendencies in Ger- 
many, asserts that the morality of jus- 
tice and mércy, which through the 
Hebrew scriptures has become our com- 
mon heritage, is the morality of slaves 
which the sovereign lords of life, the 
supermen, must spurn. When the law 
commands, “Justice shalt thou pursue;” 
when it proclaims “Liberty throughout 
the land to all the inhabitants thereor;” 
when it bids man love his neighbor; 
when the voice of prophesy demands 
that man “Do justice and love mercy and 
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waht to come; but the opening will find 
its classes doubly filled with young men 
anxious to equip themselves for a practical 
service they could not render without the 
training there acquired. 

‘ Particularly popular has proven the de- 
partment of radio buzzer, or wireless 
telegraphy work, open to all men of draft 
age—a work which the Night School is do- 
ing for the government and through which 
it is supplying men more and more needed 
in the signal service of the army. Classes 
in this department alone have gone consid- 
erably over a hundred students fer the new 
term. * 

On the other hand there is no lagging 
in the classes for men who aspire to civil- 
ian technical service,.and the attendance in 
these departments will be larger than ever 
before in the Night School’s history. 

With the opening Monday night oppor- 
tunity for admission to the classes will have 
passed. All who desire and expect to at- 
tend this fall must be registered by that 
time and prepared to enter at once upon 
their class duties which require but two 
hours each evening the first four nights of 
the week. 


Affording to men who must continue 
their daily emp.:.yment opportunity to se- 
cure a most valuable educat’on, there is 
every reason why Tech Night School should 
be one of the most popular as well as one 
of the most serviceable institutions in the 
state. 


THE WAR GARDEN. 


According to a report just published by 


the National War Garden commission, patri- 


otic American gardeners this year cultivat- 
ed 5,285,000 individual plots of ground, and 
produced upon it foodstuffs worth $525.,- 
000,000. 

More than half a billion of dollars, 
coaxed out of the nation’s dooryards and 
vacant lots! 7 

But that is only a part of the real wealth 
that was produced upon those 5,285,000 plots 
—the lesser part! 

The main value of the nation’s war gar- 
den’s cannot be reckoned in money, for the 
simple reason that it is impossible to place 
a monetary value upon health; happiness; 
the spirit of independence; the satisfaction 
of learning, and the gratification in know- 
ing, how to make things grow,- blossom and 
bear fruit; hope, courage and optimism—all 
of which are by-products of the garden, each 
of vastly more worth to the amateur gar 
dener than is the truck he grows! 

Thanks t6 the war and the high cost of 
living, more of us are Jearning something 
about Nature every day—that is, something 
that the individual himself never knew 
before. 

More of us are learning how to cultivate 
the soil; how to fertilize the ground so as 
best to assist Nature; what varieties of 
crops do best in specifie types of soil. 

We have learned lessons this year that 
we never would have learned, probably, in 
a lifetime had it not been for the war and 
the incidental high prices charged for the 
things we eat and wear. 

We have acquired knowledge, and a hun- 
ger for more knowledge, about plant-life 
that never would have been ours but for the 
war, and which will be ours to cherish and 
profit by throughout the future years of 
peace. 

The things the American people have 
learned in their war gardens this year will 
be of great value to the whole country for 
ail time to come. ° 

Once a garden enthuisast, always a zar- 
den enthusiast; love of gardening calls for 
out-of-doors work, in the open air and the 
sunshine, to gratify it. 

That, in turn, means better health, better 
habits of living, better thinking, better citi- 
zenship! 

During 1918 we cultivated 1,785,000 more 
garden plots, according to the War Garden 


commission statistician, than we did in 1917. ' 


May the number be correspondingly in- 
creased when spring opens in 1919! 

Those who did not raise a war garden 
this year missed something of real life, to 
say nothing of the foodstuffs that they 
might have produced. 

It is to be hoped the number of those 
will be diminished next year; and, just as 
a suggestion, now is a splendid time to start 
preparations for next year’s war garden—or, 
if, by a happy circumstance, the war should 
end before 1919—for next year’s peace gar- 
den! 

Peace or war, the “garden habit” is a 
mighty beneficial one in a multitude of re- 
spects.

Even Bugs Must Substitute. 


The word “substitute” has recently come 
into prominence about as rapidly as did the 
word “efficiency” ten years ago, says J. J. 
Williman, a member of the Minnesota sec- 
tion of the American Chemical society, There 
are substitutes everywhere, for everything, 
by everyone. We burn substitute fuels, we 
wear substitute fabrics, we eat substitute 
foods—and some of us chew them with sub- 
stitute teeth. And now the chemists have 
arranged for substitute Knock-out drops for 
our friends, the insectt enemies. Of course 
the chemists had to do it; they are at the 
bottom of practically all of our substitutes 
—they invent them in the first place, then 


they get someone to try them out, then they | 


sometimes have to invent sub-substitutes. 

The change in insect pills came about in 
this wise: All insects which chew their food 
—-and this includes the ordinary apple warm, 
the cabbage worm, the tobacco and tomato 
worm,. the potato bug, the squash-and cu- 
cumber beetle, cut-worns, grasshoppers, and 
many more—are combated by spraying 
leaves with a thin coating of poison. This 
poison must not only be of such a nature 
that it will neither wash off the leaves nor 
injure them, but also of such a nature that 
a small quantity of it will kill the insects. 
In other words, it must not dissolve in dew 
or rain, but it must dissolve in the stomach 
juices of the insects. The “aces” of such 
poisons have always been the compounds of 
arsenic, and probably the most used of al] 
has been the Paris green, a compound of 
arsenic, copper and acetic acid. And prior 
to the war Paris green was one of the staple 
supplies with gardeners and farmers; it was 
just as necessary for their business as wag 
the hoe. 

Then copper went "way up in price, and 
Paris green, of course, followed suit. It went 
so high that gardeners thrgw up their hands 
and said, ““We can’t buy it; we'll have to let 
the bugs eat what They want, and we'll take 
what's left.” But the chemists warned, ‘No, 
don’t do that; here is another arsenate that 
will do just as well—lead arsenate. 

Sq the manufacturers learned to make a 
standard quality 
that would kill the insects, but would not 
burn the plants and would not readily wash 
off; and the gardeners used it, found it was 
successful, and forgot all about Paris green.

] Position of the Liberal Church — 
| On Heaven and Hell Is Explained 


Dr. Frank Oliver Hall, minister of the 
Church of the Divine Paternity of New York 
City, preached yesterday at the 11 o’clock 
service at the Liberal Christian church, West 
Peachtree and Kimball streets, on “The In- 
terpretation of the Liberal Church of Heaven 
and Hell.” Although this church has been 
newly organized in Atlanta, being formed 
from the former Unitarian and Universalist 
churches, a large congregation heard his 
address. 


Dr. Hall portrayed the heaven of golden 
streets and harps, and the hell of fire and 
brimstone, that is often presented as the 
future abode of men’s souls. He said he be- 
lieved in a just retribution for all sin, that 
the bad should be punished and the good 
rewarded. “But this punishment,” he said, 
“must be for a just purpose. God is our 
Father and we are His children. A child is 
punished, not as a piece of vengeful retribu- 
tion, but as a corrective for future conduct. 
We punish’ those we love to impress a les- 
son, as a deterrent for similar misdeeds, in 
the hope of guiding to future happiness. 
Whom the Lord loveth He chasteneth, but 
the punishment can only be to show the way 
to future goodness. The fundamental of 
Jesus’ creed was kindness.”’ 

Must Be Retribution. 

“And so,” said Dr. Hall,.*we who believe 
in a good and just God as the Father of us 
all, cannot put faith in a place of eternal) 
punishment, where He would torture us His 
children through all eternity. But there must 
be just retribution for violations of eternal 
laws. We have physical laws, immutable and 
unchangeable. If we eat that which we are 
not physically equipped to digest, there is a 
penalty we all must pay. The law of gravity 
always has been and always will be. We 
build a@ house in accordance with its princi- 
ples. We are rewarded with the edifice as 
it stands upright’in its place. If the builder 
disregards and violates the laws of gravity 
he is punished as he sees his labors as a 
pile of fallen rubbish on the ground. 


“There are people,” he said, “who would 
insist that the moral laws are less inexor- 
able, and that moral laws are no more than 
social agreements, for the protection of man 
in his community life. Where moral laws are 
considered only as criminal statutes, this 
may be true. Half the murderers are never 


apprehended, and half that are caught are 
never convicted. The old saying that murder 
will out is a fallacy. Externally, the crim- 
inal may go unpunished and the hand of the 
state fall not upon him, but within himself 
ke must pay the penalty as surely as one 
who walks off a building into space must 
pay for violating the law of gravity. 
Puts Impress Upen Us. : 

“What we do today puts its impress on us 
for tomorrow; if good, we are better tomor- 
row, and if wrong, we are worse tomorrow. 
If the child does not use his legs, he grows 
into a helpless cripple. If he does not use 
his brain he grows to manhood as a hopeless 
idiot. Everything mankind has gained since 
first we climbed as a creature from the mud 
has been through the upward look and the 
onward push. If we climb not upward, we 
slip backward. Nothing can be truer than 
the ‘reversion to type’ of which Darwin 
wrote. And when we do wrong, in the de- 
velopment within us, we suffer, we pay the 
penalty; we are in hell, here and now. 

“Lombroso tells us,” said Dr. Hall, ‘that 
three-fourths of the inmates of our Insane 
asylums are there because they violated the 
moral laws. Can there be any worse hell for 
these unfortunates than their own condi- 
tion? 

“Have you not seen among you the man 
who takes the hog as his pattern and seeks 
everything for himself, till in feature as in 
mind he looks the hog? Have you not seen 
one who lives by stealthy treachery and de- 
ception, till his voice becomes a hiss, and 
himself a veritable snake? Or one who de- 
lights as a scandal monger, till her face 
becomes a beak, and her hands like the 
claws of a bird of carrion? 

“Shakespeare in his great study in crim- 
inology shows where hell is for those who 
violate the moral laws. Macbeth was a brave 
soldier and a good man till he sought to 
gain the crown through evil deeds. When 
Banquo came to the banquet board, Macbeth 
in agony sought to have him removed. But 
he could not be removed, because he sat not 
with the seated guests, but in the murderer's 
guilty’ breast. And Lady Macbeth sought in 
vain to wash the bloodstain from her fingers, 
for the stain was not where she thought, but 
indelible within her.” 

Dr. Hall preaches again at the church 
next Sunday at 11 o'clock.

In fact, 
they put it on the market so hurriedly that 
it was poorly made; they neglected to study 
carefully the factors involved in its prepa- 
ration, with the result that it was irregular 
in composition and often contained so much 
water-soluble arsenic to burn the foliage 
severely. More often than not its use was 
unsuccessful. 

Then a chemist in one of the state agri- 
cultural experiment stations decided that 
there must be a solution of the calcium 
arsenate difficulties. He carefully prepared 
two different pure calcium arsenates, made 
a painstaking study of their chemical and 
physical properties, subjected them to rigor- 
ous testing. He found that one of them, the 
so-called tri-calcium arsenate, when prepared 
according to his method, answered every re- 
quirement for an insecticide. It is only half 
as costly as lead arsenate, and, since it con- 
tains nearly twice the percentage of arsenic, 
a much weaker suspension may be sprayed 
upon the plants to do the same amount of 
work. . 

Thus once more a war-time substitute 
problem was solved. All that remains now is 
for chemical manufacturers to put upon the 
market the reliable product, and then we 
can go ahead with our war on the insect. 
If we don’t, we will be seriously handicap-

the bugs like this series of substitute poisons 
is not known; perhaps they get as much 
pleasute from dying of. the costly Paris 
green as we do from dying of the gout.

“In the Day’s News.” 


Andrew Bonar Law, who celebrates his 
sixtieth birthday today, is one of the out- 
standing figures in British politics and public 
affairs. Mr, Law is a native of New Bruns- 
wick and passed his early life in the Cana- 
dian province. Soon after attaining manhood 
he went to Glasgow, which had been his 
mother’s home, and embarked on a business 
career, in which he proved eminently suc. 
cessful. He first entered parliament in 1900, 
at a time when matters of trade and taxation 
were absorbing the public after the close of 
the Boer war. Mr. Law struck out on the 
broad issues of tariff as they affect the 
empire, and his utterances on this question 
attracted wide attention. In 1911 he was 
chosen leader of the unionist party in suc- 
cession to Mr. Balfour. When the present 
coalition government was formed by Lioyd- 
George Mr. Law was given the post of chan- 
cellor of the exchequer and 4 seat in the war 
council.

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SHOULD MILK BE HEATED? 


Milk is the ideal food for infants and 
should be a mainstay for the diet throughout 
early childhood. It is a great mistake to 
substitute other foods for pure fresh raw 
milk, besides being an ideal nutriment, with 
the correct proportions of sugar, proteid 
and fat, also supplies to the baby the ¢s- 
sential mineral matter and the vital sub- 
stance known as “vitamine” which is indis- 
pensable for normal growth. 

The two conditions which too often make 
the milk a source of danger to the child 
are uncleanliness and heat. Milk produced 
amid uncleanly surroundings or handled at 
any stage of its progress from cow to baby 
by uncleanly persons is very likely to be- 
come polluted with disease germs, not vis- 
ible dirt but the invisible poison of infec- 
tion. Of course such pollution of the milk 
may be rendered inconsequential by the sim- 
ple process of boiling the milk, just as you 
would sterilize doubtful drinking water by 
boiling it. But boiling changes the charac- 
ter of the milk. It. destroys natural fer- 
ments which are beneficial to a child’s di- 
gestion; it probably destroys the vitamine 
in raw milk: if boiled milk is fed to a baby 
exclusively for a long period the baby is 
likely to develop scurvy in the earlier months 
and rickets in the second year. 

More moderate heating has _ therefore 
been employed for the purpose of rendering 
dirty milk more safe to drink. This 
moderate heating is called pasteu- 
rization. The milk is heated up to 140 
degrees Fehrenheit for twenty minutes—no 
higher and ne longer—then cooled down 
again and kept cold till used. This degree 
of temperature is sufficient to destroy the 
germs of tuberculosis, typhoid fever, dys- 
entery and other disease which may be ac- 
quired through dirty milk—dirty in the 
sense that it is polluted, not visibly dirty. 
But this method of pasteurizing milk does 
not destroy the natural ferments in milk, 
nor does it disintegrate the protefd, as does 
boiling temperature. 

The casein or proteid (cheese part) of 
milk is rendered more difficult to digest by 
pasteurization—not an important matter so 
far as older children are concerned, but 
sometimes very important in the feeding of 
a young baby. Raw milk is much more di- 
gestible, if clean, than heated or boiled milk. 

Certified milk is the ideal clean raw milk 
for infants. Often ordinary market milk is 
quite as clean and wholesome in every way, 
but certified milk is always so. 

Do not heat milk above blood warmth 
(at feeding time) unless you are doubtful 
about the cleanliness of those who have 
handled the milk.

Taking salts, of course, cannot 
reduce weight to any appreciable degree 
without endangering the victim’s health, It 
is immaterial whether you drink much or 
little water, provided you have active ex- 
ercise daily and perspire normally. The 
only way to reduce weight is by reducing 
your intake of food to a maintenance diet 
for a person of your height but normal 
weight—which would be a reduction of 
diet for an overfed person, of course. De- 
tails will be sent in a special monograph 
if you desire it.

W. O. Richards Tells Police 
He Had Had Sixteen Chil- 
dren, and When He Is 
Called Liar, Battle Is 
Threatened. 


W. O. Richards, of 163 Jefferson 
street, showed plainly Sunday that he 
does not worry very much about a 
little thing like being .+arrested, but 
that he is prepared at any time to go 
to the mat with any man who denies 
that he is a man after Roosevelt’s own 
heart—the father of a large and happy 
family.

To the Chairman of the Council 
of People’s Commissars: 

My Dear Mr. Chairman: The in- 
dustrial and commercial organiza- 
tions in Germany interested in 
trade relations with Russia have 
addressed themselves to me in a 
letter, including several guiding 
indications. Permit me to bring 
them to your attention. 

1. The conflict of the Russian 
revolution with the Russian cap- 
italists absolutely does not inter- 
est German manufacturing circies 
in so far as the question does not 
concern industry as such. You can 
destroy the Russian capitalists as 
far as you please, but it would by 
no means be possible to permit the 
destruction of Russian enterprises. 
Such a situation would produce a 
constant ferment in the country, 
supported by famine of materials 
and, in consequence of that, of 
products also. The English, Ametfi- 
can, and French capitalists take 
advantages of this disorder and 
understand how to establish here 
corps of their commercial agents. 
It is necessary to remember that 
German industry in the first years 
after the general peace will not be 
in a position to satisfy the pur- 
chasing demand of the Russian 
market, having broad similar par- 
allel tasks in the Near East, in 
Persia, in China, and in Africa. 

2. {t is essential, therefore, to 
conduct a canvass and gather sta- 
tistical information with regard to 
the condition of industry, and, in 
view of the absence of money in 
Russia, to address in business con- 
versations whichever is desired of 
the groups of German commercial 
banks. 

3. Trade with Germany may be in 
the first period almost exclusive- 
ly exchange for wheat and for any 
remaining products to receive 
household necessities. Everything 
which exceeds the limits of such 
trade should be patid for in advance 
to the amount of 75 per cent of the 
market value, with the payment of 
the remaining quarter in a six 
months’ period. In place of such 
an arrangement, probably, it would 
seem to be possible to permit, pri- 
vately, the taking of German divi- 
dend shares on the Russian finan- 
cial market, or solidly guaranteed 
industrial and railroad loans. 

In view of the indicated interest 
cf German manufacturers and mer- 
chants in trade relations in Russia, 
to inform me of the views of the 
government regarding the wues- 
tions touched upon, and to receive 
the assurances of my sincere re- 
spect.—Representative of the Im- 
perial Bank and Stock Exchange in 
Berlin, G. von Schanz. 

Note.—The engaging attitude of the 
German manufacturers toward Russian 
caDitalists is the feature of this letter. 
apart from the cordial and evidently 
understanding expressions of the repre- 
sentative of the German Imperial bank 
to that supposed enemy of the capital- 
ists of all nations, Lenin. The letter 
was sent to the secret department by 
Secretary Skripnik.

advises that at the front is being 
spread by unknown agitators the 
following counterrevolutionary lit- 
erature: 

1. The text of circulars of va- 
rious German government institu- 
tions with proofs of the connec- 
tion of the German government 
with the Bolshevik workers before 
the passing of the government into 
their hands. ‘These leaflets have 
reached also the German com- 
manders. The supreme comman- 
der has received a demand from 
Genera] Hoffman to stop this dan- 
gerous agitation by all means 
possible. 

2. A stenographic report of the 
conversation of General Hoffman 
with Comrade Trotzky, whereby 
it was supposedly proposed to the 
latter to make peace on conditions 
of considerable concessions on the 
part of the central empires, but 
on the obligation of the Russian 
government to stop the socializa- 
tion of the life of the state. Com- 
rade Trotzky supposedly offered 
the termination of the war with- 
out peace and the demobilization 
of our army. When General Hoff- 
man announced that the Germans 
would continue the advance, Trot- 
sky supposedly replied, “Then un- 
der the pressure of force we shall .
